rights and their duties, and trained to habits of | 
self-reliance—and there can be no true education 
which does not “comprehend all this,—-could te- 
main enslaved. Despotism, fullyfawateof the uni- 
versal quickening of mind in this era, and that 
the people would atall hazards. obtain some kind 
of knowledge, took the whole matter under its 
own supervision—--and, under the pretext of edu- 
cating, assumed the absolute control of the mind 
and bodies of its subjects. It broke up the whole 
system of family and voluntary education. ‘It 
prescribed what faculties should be trained, and 
how they should be exercised. It dictated what 
kind of information should be given, and how 
much should be given. It stultified the man, 
while it affected to educate him. It deprived him 
of the faculty of self-reliance, and reduced him 
to be a mere piece of a grand machinery, whose 
only. moving power, was the will of a Despot.— 
The school was but a barracks, in which the 
child was prepared for the discipline of the 
camp. 

Such is the Prussian system of education.— 
And its results are what might have been antici- 
pated---immorality, irreligion, stupidity, degra- 
dation. 

It is stated that in 1837, the number of Prus- 
sian females between the beginning of their six- 
teenth year, and the end of their forty-fifth year, 
the child-bearing period—-was 2,983,146. The 
‘number of illegitimate children born the same 
year, was,39,501—so that | in every 75 of the 
whole number of these women was the mother 
of an illegitimate child. Hence, violations of 
chastity are not regarded in Prussia as very dis- 
reputable. , 

In a work lately published in London by Sam- 
vet Laine, we are informed, that Prince Pukler 
Muskau states in one of his late publications that 
the character of the Prussians for honesty stands 
far lower than that of any other of the German 
population. Heis himself a Prussian. And yet 
the Government is exceedingly careful of the re- 
ligion of the people, so careful that in 1834, by 
royal edict, it prohibited the exercise of worship 
any where butin a church! This was a part of 
its paternal system of education! 

The total apathy with which the people wit- 
nessed the abolition of their old religious estab- 
lishments, and their entire substitution by a new 
form of State-religion, at the mere caprice of the 
Government, is overwhelming proof of the de- 
basement of their minds, and their practical in- 
fidelity. Nomen, however ignorant, who have 
a sincere regard for prevalent religious modes, 
forms and dogmas, will be torpid when an as- 
sault is made upon them—much less, when a 
serious attempt is made to revolutionize them.--- 
We haveseen the natives of China make merry 
at the mock-worship and open insults offered by 
American sailors in their sacred temples, to their 
hideous idols—-and we knew they were atheists 
atheart. Scarcely-are they more destitute of re- 
ligious sensibility, than the people described in 
the following paragraph, by Mr. Latne. 

“The abolition of the religious observances 
and modes of public worship in which they had 
been bred, was quietly submitted to by an edu- 
cated population of eight millions of Protestants, 
as a matter of policy, not of conscience, as a mat- 
ter quite as much within the legitimate right and 
power of their government, as a change in their 
customhouse laws---so low has this. educational 
system reduced the religious and moral sense in 
Prussia, and the feeling of individual right to 
freedom of conviction---and except from a few 
villages in Silesia, which refused to abandon the 
Lutheran. liturgy and observances, scarcely a 
murmur was heard from this educated population 
at a measure notonly destructive to the Protes- 
tant religion, but the most arbitrary, and insul- 
ting to freedom of mind and conscience that has 
occurred in modern history.”

Toleration in Denmark. 

Dr. Hoby, of Birmingham, England, and Mr, 
Oncken, of Hamburgh, Baptist ministers, have 
been expelled from Copenhagen whither they 
had gone on a visit, on account of their religious 
opinions. Dr. Hoby was told he must depart, un. 
less he would “engage not to preach or baptize, 
nor in any way, directly or indirectly to prose- 
lyte or to spread hisreligious opinions.” His an- 
swer was that “it was not his object or intention 
either to preach, or administer the holy tite of 
Christian Baptism; but that it was his conscien- 
tious belief, that no christian could consistently 
with his duty to God and Christ our Redeemer, give 
the required pledge.” So he was forced to leave. 

The British Government will not bear this ve- 
ry patiently. Such abominable intolerance should 
be scouted from the face of the earth. 

By the way, the Southern States of this Union 
can sympathize with Denmark, having adopted 
a similar policy in relation to anti-slavery men

Statistics of Alcohol.

than he could be found,.of the miserable ua- 
fitness, of the discordancy and depotism, of 
the radical viciousness of our modern modes 
of social organization. His life has ‘been 
one continued and perilous struggle ‘for 
bread. Society, when he only asked it for 
fish, has given him a scorpion, Able to 
work and willing to-work,’with strong mus- 
cles and a heart full of al] good sensibilities, 
he has yet wandered over the earth like an 
outcast. There is scarcely a brute horse, in 
his native Jand, who has had a harder time 
of it, in his pinched and precarious exist- 
ence, than this fully grown, noble-souled 
man. ; 
This is abundantly shown by a brief 
“sketch of the author's life,” prefixed to 
his volume; and which »we intend to avail 
ourselves of, in -what we are now about to 
say. 
Prince was born at Wigan, a small town 
of Lancanshire, England, on the 21st of 
June, in the year 1803. He is, therefore, 
now, thirty-five years of age. His father 
made reeds for weavers, out of the scanty 
pittance received for which, he endeavored 
to rear a family of several children. We 
say, he endeavored; for it does not appear 
that he succeeded in that laudable purpose, 
that he did accomplish, at all times, the get- 
ting them victuals and clothes for the body, 
and much Jess spiritual food for the mind. 
They grew up, accordingly, so far as he was 
concerned, without education, save that 
which is derived from hunger and hard 
work. Yet the mother, good’soul, ‘tan in- 
telligent and industrious woman,” con- 
trived, in the midst of her destitution, to 
instil good principles into their minds, and 
to provide them occasionally with a seat in 
the Baptist Sabbath-school. One of them, 
John,, the subject of-our present. writing, 
seemed to have a natural appetite for books. 
He learned his letters almost by intuition, 
and was soon able to devour every printed 
thing that came in his.way. Every leisure 
moment, that the rigorous exactions of an 
apprenticeship to the trade of his father aJ- 
lowed him, was devoted to the pursuit of 
learning. Nor was he always suffered to 
indulge himself, even during these snatches 
of time, since he often experienced harsh 
treatment at the hands of the same parent, 
fur what was supposed to be incorrigibleand 
pernicious idleness. In the solitary hours 
of night, when all ‘the«rest of his family 
were in bed, he would steal from under his 
coverlid, creep stealthily down stairs, and,: 
by the dim twilight of a ‘‘slacked” fire; give 
himself up to the enjoyment: of the myste- 
rious romances of Mrs. Radcliffe and the 
wonderful adventures of Robinson Crusoe. 
In 1820, when he was thirteen years of 
age, his father was compelled, by his in- 
creasing embarrassments, to remove. from 
Wigan to Manchester. At that place he 
procured a ‘brief employment, bat’ ‘was 
speedily forced to go to Stockport, whence 
distress again drove them to look for work 
at Manchester. Two incidents only, wor- 
thy of note, befel young Prince during his 
residence in the latter town. His first was, 
that he met witha copy of the works of 
Lord Byron, which he perused with an inde- 
scribable intensity of excitement. But what 
was of more use to him, at this time, was 
an accidental acquaintance with an old Ger- 
man soldier, whose head and heart were fill- 
ed with the beautiful and touching romances 
and legends of his fatherland. These he 
was accustomed to recite with the enthusi- 
asm of a poet, and they awoke in the bosom
